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HAT a frightful force Stalin's populous Rus­ 
sia could be in this war if the Ru.ssians had 
the m echanical skill, the precision and the m ili­ 
tary intuition of H itler’s Nazi government! 
It w as Russia which 
introduced 
the 
idea of 
parachute troops. 
Now again Russia com es for­ 
ward w ith a new and terrifying innovation m w ar­ 
fare by tran.sporting light combat tanks behind 
enem y lines by airplane. 
The “ surprise" w as re­ 
served for Rumania. 
It now becomes a new tech­ 
nique of war just as every military secret utilized 
in war becomes the property of every nation w ith­ 
in a short time after it m akes its appearance. When 
it becom es the property of all, which it does, when 
sufficient time has elapsed to allow other nations 
to follow , then it loses a portion of its effective- 
ne.ss. 


There are some ex ceptions. The deadly Stuka 
bomber Hitler em ployed for the first tim e in the 
battle of Flanders, and then within ten days in 
the battle of France, was only slightly less effec­ 
tive at the close than it w as in the beginning. 
But 
the surprise elem ent of the parachute troops was 
exploded quickly. 
J ust as soon as defense m eth­ 
ods could be set up the use of parachute forces, 
w hile spectacular, presented no grave difficulties 
tor the m op-up forces. 


Properly developed, and the first information 
IS not sufficiently com prehensive to settle that 
point, the air transported tank w ould seem to 
present greater difficulties to any plan of station­ 
ary warfare and to prescribe inevitably a war of 
novem ent. 
At least they give great im petus to 
the strategy of a war of m ovem ent and the ulti­ 
mate scrapping of all preconceived ideas of de­ 
fense against invasion.

Christianity , he said, 
also gav e the Chinese a p urp ose 
for liv ing, w hereas Taoism and 
Buddhism were religions of scep ­ 
ticism. 


Pleading for continued A m er­ 
ican financial sup p ort and p ray ­ 
ers for strength and surv iv al of 
the Chinese nation, Dr. E. H. C. 
Hsu of the C entral China college 
sp oke 
at 
the 
Sunday 
m orning 
serv ice of the Church of the Holy 
Trinity Ep iscop al. 
Dr. Hsu outlined w hat C hristi­ 
anity means to the Chinese and 
said that C hristianity has m ade a 
deinite im p rint on China, econom­ 
ically , p olitically , and religiously . 
Christianity 
has g i v e n 
the 
Chine.se a true form of democracy , 
Dr. Hsu stated. It has giv en the 
Chinese student of C hristianity a 
questioning attitude w hereas the 
old forms of religion were accep t­ 
ed w ithout question, he said. 
Another contribution of C hristi­ 
anity to China was the freeing of 
the women from v irtual slav ery 
under p oly gamy to freedom under 
the p rincip le of monogamy , Dr.
